H. A. CoUom, on behalf of tbe School 
Board of South Unio^u townuhip und 
Attorney T. P. Jones, o» bt'hnlt ol tho 
Poor Directors, have agreed to a case 
stated to be lu'urd by tho court In the 
question of "payment of tuition of poor 
children seat from one district to an- 
other. 
This question was taken up 


with Attorney Goneral Hampton Todd, 
but he did not give a satisfactory 
ruling upon it and the court will now 
bo asked for Us opinion. The law 
provides that n district shall bo paid 
for tuition afforded children of an- 
other district, but It does not cover 
the case where poor children are sent 
from one district to another. 
The 


children attending 
the 
schools of 


South Union township are from a 
charity institution.In another district, 
and the Poor Directors wero asked to 
pay tho bill, but they refused and 
then the County Commissioners wore 
asked to pay It but they said they 
had no authority to do so. The ques- 
tion was then taken up with the At- 
torney Goneral. It seems that the law 
regulating tlio sending of children 
from one district to another is defec- 
tive in that It does not provldo who 
shall bear tho burden, or authorize 
anyone to-do so. The fairness of the 
bill Is not In question.
